DRUG users will not be 
given free use of Shropshire 
Council gyms and swim¬ 
ming pools, the authority’s 
leader made clear this 
week. 

Councillor Keith Barrow 
was speaking after a coun¬ 
cil report suggested the 
idea that former users of 
the drug GHB be given free 
use of council leisure facili¬ 
ties as part of their recov¬ 
ery. 

And a report outlining 
controversial drug rehabili¬ 
tation plans was with¬ 
drawn from a Shropshire 
Council meeting which was 
due to take place yesterday. 

Members of the council’s 
safe and confident commu¬ 
nities scrutiny commmit- 
tee had been due to discuss 
a report from the author¬ 
ity’s GHB/Synthetic Drugs 
Misuse Task and Finish 
Group at Shirehall. 

“Some people had misun¬ 
derstood the authority’s 
intentions and thought 
people who misused drugs 
were getting ‘free hand 
outs’ for breaking the law, 
said Councillor Barrow. 

“I want to be absolutely 
clear that we have never 
suggested giving free swim¬ 
ming and gym membership 
to people who are misusing 
drugs,” he said.

ARSON ATTACKS 
SUSPECT QUIZZED 


DETECTIVES are questioning a 32-year-old Oswestry man in connec¬ 
tion with a spate of arson attacks in the town. 

Police say the suspect has been arrested and is currently being quizzed about 
three fires. The fires were reported at an empty house in Middleton Road on Feb¬ 
ruary 28, at the Zion fitness centre in Coney Green the following day and at the 
Cambrian Visitor Centre in Oswald Road on March 6. 

The arson attacks led to police stepping up patrols in the area amid fears the fires could 
lead to serious injury or a fatality. 

The fire at the Cambrian Railway gutted an empty signal box while the Middleton Road 
blaze severely damaged a house. 

Firefighters gave out hundreds of arson alert flyers in the wake of the fires, warning peo-

after smash 

TWO WOMEN had to be cut free from their 
car and a man was injured following a three 
vehicle crash at Arddleen on Tuesday. 

The crash involving a HGV 4x4 and 
saloon car occurred on the A483 near Ard¬ 
dleen on Wednesday afternoon. 

The man, believed to be in his 30s, suf¬ 
fered serious injuries and was flown by air 
ambulance to the Royal Shrewsbury Hospi¬ 
tal. He was later transferred to the Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital in Birmingham, where 
his condition today was described as ‘sta¬ 
ble’. 

The women were also taken to hospital, 
suffering from serious injuries, but they 
recovering well today at the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital. Mid and West Wales Fire and 
Rescue Service used high powered cutting 
gear to free two women from the car and the 
man from the 4x4. 

Police officers shut down the road in both 
directions while the firemen and para¬ 
medics helped the casualties and the air 
ambulance landed nearby. 

The A483 remained closed until mid¬ 
night, with local diversions in place for driv¬ 
ers. 

The HGV driver is not thought to have 
been hurt.

Fire chiefs urged people in the arson-hit 
area to stay vigilant. 

Derek Taylor, fire crime officer with 
Shropshire Fire and Rescue Service, 
revealed the last incident was on March 10 
when a shed and a wheelie bin was set 
alight in Hawthorne Grove at about 8pm. 

Mr Taylor said although there had been 
no recent attacks in the town he was still 
working to encourage people to stay alert. 

“We are continuing to work with the 
police and other partners to heighten 
awareness. 

Aware 

“The police are patrolling in the area and 
keeping an eye on it. We are not trying to 
get people worried, we are making people 
aware of what is going on. 

“We want people to be aware that if they 
leave their wheelie bins out overnight too 
close to the property it could be a target.” 

Anyone who has information about any 
of the incidents is asked to contact 
Oswestry police by calling 101. 

Information can also be given to the 
Crimestoppers charity line by calling 
anonymously on 0800 555 111. 

Town police inspector Jim Stafford 
warned that setting fire to properties could 
lead to ‘tragic consequences’ because the 
arsonist could not be certain that the prem¬ 
ises were empty. 

Inspector Stafford said: “The message 
must be that, regardless of whatever the 
intention is of the people starting these 
fires, setting fire to what they think are 
empty properties does have serious conse¬ 
quences and, as often is the case, can have 
tragic consequences. 

“Setting fire to property not only 
increases the chance of serious damage 
being caused, but also of serious injury or 
worse. They can cause a risk to life.” 

“The public can help with this by report¬ 
ing anything suspicious by calling the 101 
number or Crimestoppers.”

He said more and more 
parents have grown up chil¬ 
dren still living at home.“I 
speak to people in their 50s 
and 60s who still have their 
children, in their 20s and 
even 30s living with them. 

“Recently I went to see a 
family who had their son, 
daughter-in-law and their 
two children, living with 
them,” he said. 

“With the recession bit¬ 
ing, mortgages becoming 
harder to get and the grow¬ 
ing uncertainty in the jobs 
market, the nature of family 
living in the Oswestry area is 
changing. 

“Not since the great 
depression of the 1930s have 
so many children turned to 
their parents for an eco¬ 
nomic lifeline,” he said.

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Building society thief 
facing a jail sentence

A FORMER Oswestry building society man¬ 
ager faces jail after being convicted of steal¬ 
ing thousands of pounds from a 97-year-old 
customer. 

Rebecca Entwistle had denied stealing £13,390 belonging 
to Mercy Williams when she worked at the Nationwide 
Building Society in Oswestry. But the 26-year-old was found 
guilty by a jury at Shrews¬ 
bury Crown Court on Friday. 

Entwistle, of College 
Road, Oswestry, had also 
denied stealing £500 from 
retired accountant John 
Bartley and £200 from his 
wife, Carolyn. The offences 
were all said to have hap¬ 
pened between May 2009 
and January 2010. 

The jury failed to reach a 
verdict on the thefts from 
the Bartleys, and those two 
charges were ordered to lie 
on the file. 

Review 

The case was adjourned 
for a pre-sentence report 
until today, Thursday, by 
Judge Robin Onions who 
told her she would face jail. 
She was granted bail. 

Judge Onions also said he 
hoped Nationwide would 
carry out a review of its pro¬ 
cedures. 

Mr Phillip Beardwell, 
prosecuting, said Mercy 
Williams, as well as the Bart¬ 
leys, had been reimbursed 
by the building society. 

The court had heard the 
Bartleys were customers at 
the Wrexham branch of the 
building society while 
Eleanor Jones, the niece of 
Mercy Williams, used the 
branch in Oswestry to deal 
with the finances of her 
aunt, who will be 100 this 
year. 

Entwistle, who claimed 
she sometimes left her com¬ 
puter logged on and gave col¬ 
leagues her password, told 
police she could not explain 
the withdrawals from the 
accounts.

Group trading 
stays on target 

TRADING AT agricultural and retail group 
Wynnstay remains on target to meet its 
first half budgets, the company’s manage¬ 
ment said this week. 

The Llanstantffraid-based group, which 
also has stores in six locations around 
Shropshire, saw its fertiliser sales improve 
after farmers held back orders in November 
and December in the hope of prices decreas¬ 
ing. 

Group revenues are expected to be higher 
than expected after anticipated levels of 
agricultural commodity price deflation did 
not materialise. 

Feed sales are higher than in 2010 and 
demand for poultry feed has further 
increased. 

The Group’s specialist retail division per¬ 
formed well, with Wynnstay Stores enjoy¬ 
ing spend from its farming customers, and 
its Just for Pets stores continuing to 
expand, opening a 20th pet store last 
month. 


But the company is still going 
through a tendering process to get offi¬ 
cial quotes. It has not yet heard back 
from all the relevant parties which 
means it is unable to proceed. 

The official launch date has now been 
set back to June. 

Ruth Carter, from the company, said: 
“It is just the tendering that is taking a 
long time to come through. 

“We need three different tenders and 
only two have got back to us. 

Excited 

“Although we were hoping to be 
ready for April it is more likely to be 
June. We have been getting excited to 
see this completed but these things 
take time.” 

KinoKulture says the project will see 
the screening of box-office films and 
recent releases, a Saturday morning 
film club for youngsters and classic 
movies for older people. 

It also wants to screen productions 
from The National Theatre Live and 
Opera From the Met.

A DISABLED man from Oswestry said he feared he would 
struggle to get another job if the Remploy factory he has 
worked at for almost 12 years closes. 

Tom Shackell, 34, who has worked at the furniture mak¬ 
ing factory in Wrexham for more than a decade, joined a 
march at the weekend to protest over cuts. 

The factory faces closure after the Government decided 
to reduce funding which helps disabled people into work. 

But Mr Shackell says he has no idea how he will find work 
if Remploy shuts. 

“I suppose I will have to sign on and look for something, 
but it will be very difficult,” he said. 

He said the factory employed 40 people with disabilities. 
It is one of 36 Remploy factories across the country ear¬ 
marked for closure. 

“It will be very difficult for Remploy to pay us if they don’t 
get the money from the Government so we are marching 
through Wrexham town centre.” 

A spokesman for the organisation said: “The Remploy 
Board has proposed a series of significant changes to its 
operations as a result of the Government decision to reduce 
current funding for Remploy.”

Mobile phones can be killers as well as lifesavers 


MOBILE PHONE users are driving me 
crazy with inappropriate use of this modern 
technology. 

On Sunday I could have screamed when 
driving along the Welshpool to Oswestry 
road close to the Shrewsbury junction at 
Arddleen where only a couple of months ago 
a youngster died in a cycling accident. 

Coming towards me and wobbling all over 
the carriageway was a young cyclist, bliss¬ 
fully unaware of the row of traffic behind 
him as he chatted on his mobile. 

He was clearly a local boy as he was cer¬ 
tainly not equipped for a long cycling trip - 
utter stupidity. It’s time parents started to 
lay down the law on mobile use. 

In the same week a young girl was seen 
blindly crossing the street in front of traffic 
in Oswestry - tapping out a message and 
bringing motorists to a halt. 

In Welshpool I saw a juggernaut forced to 
mount the pavement to avoid an oncoming 
lorry on Salop Road. The young phone user 



chatting away as she walked in front is prob¬ 
ably to this day still unaware of the massive 
vehicle that was only yards behind her. 

Then on Oswestry’s most dangerous junc¬ 
tion at Maesbury Road I saw a young lady 
motorist balancing a mobile on her shoul¬ 
der, attending to her make-up in the vanity 
mirror and negotiating the staggered turn¬ 
ing at the same time. 

Now few of us can claim to have never 
used a mobile whilst on the move but this is 
absolute madness. 


WHAT REALLY annoyed me this week 
was news released by Powys and Ceredigion 
County Councils that a contract to process 
the region’s waste food has been given to an 
Oxford company. 

It’s commendable that the councils have 
made the decision to use anaerobic digestion 
to treat the waste but wasn’t there the 
opportunity to create employment by 
awarding the contract locally. 

Now huge lorries will trundle across the 
country from Mid Wales to Oxford with our 
waste doing absolutely nothing for the coun¬ 
cil’s carbon footprint reduction scheme. 

WHAT PLEASED me was the decision by 
members of the Welshpool business commu¬ 
nity to take action about the town’s one-way 
system. 

Members of Welshpool Project Business 
Forum voted to call on Welshpool Town 
Council to back their proposal for changes to 
the system which they claim is wrecking 


their trade. The traders want major changes 
to the system, including the return of Brook 
Street from St Mary’s Church to The Raven 
roundabout as a two-way system and a new 
road linking the bypass following the route 
of the Lledan Brook. 

The proposal will now go before the full 
Town Council and with elections on the hori¬ 
zon will really stir things up. The Project 
Group has very little clout as an organisa¬ 
tion but the Town Council does have the 
ability to make noises in the right corridors. 

THE OLYMPICS are getting closer and 
no less than five people from the Oswestry 
and Welshpool areas have been named to 
carry the Olympic torch through the region. 

Young athlete Adele Nicoll will be the 
torchbearer through Welshpool. This is fan¬ 
tastic news for the 15- ear-old who returned 
from Sweden with silver and bronze medals 
from the World Junior Games last week - 
competing against athletes two years older. 


Forgotten writer's town 
home marked bv plaque

SHROPSHIRE’S famous writers 
include Wilfred Owen, AE Hous- 
man and Mary Webb - but author 
Barbara Pym of Oswestry is 
something of a forgotten figure in 
her home county. 

Miss Pym has a huge following in Amer¬ 
ica where her books are acclaimed by crit¬ 
ics. She wrote a series of novels such as 
Some Tame Gazelle, Less Than Angels and 
A Glass of Blessings during the 1950s and 
1960s, when she was regarded as one of the 
most under-rated writers of her time. 

But now a plaque has been set up at her 
birthplace in Willow Street in Oswestry as 
a lasting memorial to her after years of 
campaigning by enthusiasts. It was 
unveiled by crime writer Kate Charles, a 
former chairman of the Barbara Pym Soci¬ 
ety. 

It is hoped the memorial will give 
momentum to fresh interest in Pym’s work 
and attract tourists from across the 
Atlantic to Oswestry. 

Occupied 

Barbara Pym was born at 72 Willow 
Street, the house once occupied by the Pym 
family. It was demolished in the 1960s as 
part of a clearance which later provided a 
site for the Willowgate flats. 

Her father, Frederic Pym, had a solici¬ 
tor’s practice across the road in Willow 
Street where his brass plate ‘Crampton 
Pym and Lewis’ still hangs. 

She wrote her first novel Some Tame 
Gazelle, when she was 22 years old. She had 
a long break from writing between 1963 
and 1977 but interest in her work was 
revived when two prominent writers, Lord 
David Cecil and Philip Larkin, nominated 
her as ‘the most underrated writer of the 
20th century’ in the times Literary Supple¬ 
ment. She died after a battle with breast 
cancer in 1980 aged 66.

• Born in Oswestry on June 2,1913.

• Other novels include Less Than Angels, A Glass of 
Blessings, Excellent Women and The Sweet Dove Died. 

• Her career as a novelist waned in the 1960s and many 
books went unpublished. 

• It was revived in 1977 when Lord David Cecil and Philip 
Larkin nominated her as the most underrated writer of the 
century. 

• Quartet in Autumn nominated for the Booker Prize in 
1977. 

• Elected as a Fellow of the Royal Society of Literature. 

• Died of breast cancer aged 66 in 1980. 


Miss Charles said that with the current 
interest in the 1950s and retro, the novel¬ 
ist’s books had now been republished. 

She said: “She is my favourite writer of 
all time. She has a real insight into life - life 
that she observed in a provincial town like 
Oswestry. Her work is believable and 


funny.” Councillor Saffron Rainey from 
Oswestry Civic Society praised Father 
Lawrence Garner for his perseverance and 
energy in campaigning for the plaque 
which has been funded by Oswestry’s Local 
Joint Committee and the Barbara Pym 
Society. 


“Oswestry has not one but two great 
writers and we now have plaques commem¬ 
orating both Wilfred Owen and Barbara 
Pym,” he said. 

“Barbara Pym has a huge following in 
America and now American visitors can 
visit the site of her birthplace in Oswestry.”

Where's the rest of pension rise? 


WE HAVE heard a lot recently about 
the educational standards of our young 
people; they at least have the means 
and a few more years to rectify that 
matter. 

What concerns me more is the educa¬ 
tional standards of the Government 
ministers who are responsible for look¬ 
ing after and ensuring that our pen¬ 
sioners get what is rightly theirs. 

The pension rate for a couple in 2011 
was £209.70. The RPI in September 


2011 was five per cent and we were 
assured pensions would rise by at least 
this amount. 

By my calculation, five per cent of 
£209.70 equates to £2.097 x 5 or £10.48 
therefore it would be reasonable to 
expect that the couple’s pension would 
rise to £220.18. 

According to the pension notifica¬ 
tion letter received by me it is actually 
£217.90, a rise of £8.20 which is 3.9 per 
cent. Now they start the massage: The 


2011 savings credit threshold was 
£164.55. 

The 2012 threshold has risen to 
£178.35 or an increase of 8.3 per cent 
with a resultant comparative loss in 
pension credit value. 

This brings a couple’s basic pension 
increase down to £6.11 or an actual 
increase of 2.65 per cent. Where’s the 
other 2.35 per cent we were promised?

Boundaries rethink call 
to save Montgomeryshire

WITH Montgomeryshire set to 
disappear off the political map at 
the next election, the fight to save 
one of Britain’s oldest shires is on. 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies has led 
the calls for the boundaries commission to 
redraw its boundaries for the next election, 
after the constituency was torn in three and 
lumped in with other new zones. 

Under the proposals from the Boundary 
Commission for Wales, the constituency 
would be split into three. Welshpool would 
join a North Powys and Glyndwr con¬ 
stituency, also including Llangollen and 
Denbigh. Newtown, Montgomery and 
Llanidloes would be moved into a South 
Powys constituency, with Llandrindod Wells, 
Builth Wells and Brecon. Machynlleth would 
join the Gwynedd constituency. 

Councillor Alan Crowe from Welshpool 
has now called for residents to make their 
voices heard. He said: “We all need to do our 
bit to Save Montgomeryshire, so that we can 
keep our identity. 

“These changes will see the eradication of 
Mid Wales leaving South Wales and North 
Wales. After all the government keeps telling 
us to be aware of identity theft.” 

Mr Crowe is urging residents to add Mont¬ 
gomeryshire to their home addresses in cor¬ 
respondence and to make their feelings 
known through letters to the Boundary 
Commission and their MPs and AMs.

BUSINESSES that are consistently late pay¬ 
ing their PAYE or Construction Industry 
Scheme (CIS) payments were warned they 
will face huge penalties this week. 

David Walker, director of tax at Turner Peachey, Char¬ 
tered Accountants said the new penalty regime has been 
existent since April 2010 but, because of calculation proce¬ 
dures some businesses have yet to realise the liabilities they 
face. 

“A single late payment in the tax year won’t be penalised, 
although interest will still be due,” said Mr Walker.

cent of the amount due whilst in the worst 
case of ten or more defaults, a four per cent 
penalty will be charged. “However, this can 
get much worse, with a five per cent penalty 
due on tax unpaid six months after the 
penalty date and another five per cent if it 
remains unpaid after a year.” 

Penalties can apply to PAYE that is in 
arrears as well as national insurance, stu¬ 
dent loan and CIS deductions. 

To make matters worse, HM Revenue and 
Customs may not warn a business that it is 
in default, but will review the position at the 
end of the tax year. 

They then have two years to impose any 
penalties due. 

“Business owners can claim a reduction if 
they have a reasonable excuse - but pres¬ 
sure of work or ignorance of the law aren’t 
considered reasonable excuses,” said Mr 
Walker. “Lack of funds to pay may be taken 
into account, but only if HMRC accepts this 
was outside the control of the business. 

“Some businesses have been charged tens 
of thousands of pounds in penalties, but cru¬ 
cially, these have sometimes been reduced, 
deferred or avoided altogether.” 

Mr Walker recommended any business in 
receipt of a penalty notice should consult 
their tax adviser as a matter of urgency.

A dean 

THERE comes a time when 
you can no longer sweep 
that dirt under the carpet. 

The sunshine pouring in through 
the windows shows up the smears, 
and there’s a level of dust that only 
Miss Havisham could live with. 

In other words, with the first day 
of spring looming on March 21, it’s 
time to face that annual ritual 
known as the spring clean. 

But there’s no need to despair if 
you don’t have Upstairs Downstairs- 
style staff to scrub and slave. 

BBC news presenter Joanna 
Gosling has unlocked the secret of 
stress-free cleaning, and shows how 
to cut the time it takes in half in her 
new book Simply Wonderwoman. 

“Over the years I’ve discovered 
some tricks that are so easy that I 
wanted to share, because like any 
working mother I know what it’s like 
to have too much to do and not 
enough time to cram it all in,” says 
Gosling, who has three daughters, 
aged nine to three, with her husband 
Craig Oliver, who is David 
Cameron’s chief of communications. 

It’s a busy household but her cosy 
home has an air of calm and order, 
with one kitchen wall painted in 
blackboard paint as an easy ‘organ¬ 
iser’ space, a string washing line 
with painted pegs holding party invi¬ 
tations and children’s colourful art 
work, and a larder boasting neat 
rows of glass jars and containers. 

“I realised a long time ago that we 
may all want to be that wonder- 
woman - baking, home-making, a 
perfect wife and mother, and possibly 
doing all that on top of working. 

“But the reality is no one can really 
embody everything we imagine her 
to be.So we need to think smart and 
my mantra about housework is ‘min¬ 
imum effort, maximum return’. 

“Over the years, I’ve loved the 
eureka moment of discovering a 
great corner-cutting method or a tip 
that really works.”

CLEAN SWEEP: “Break the task 
into bite-sized chunks and just focus 
on one room at a time,” says Gosling. 
“And always start at the top and 
work down so you don’t dirty already 
cleaned areas.” 

Get a long-handled duster (or wrap 
a microfibre cloth around the bris¬ 
tles of a broom) and sweep along the 
top of walls and around any cornices 
to get rid of dust and cobwebs. 

“Get the vacuum cleaner and set 
suction to low so you can clean over 
curtains, the tops of doors, sofas, 
chairs, cushions and skirting boards. 
Pull out furniture to make sure you 
get rid of dust lurking behind,” says 
Gosling. 

Get a damp cloth and a dry microfi¬ 
bre cloth. Take everything off all sur¬ 
faces and wipe over with the damp 
cloth to clean away dust. 

Rinse out cloth and repeat to 
ensure surface is clean. Buff dry with 
microfibre cloth. 


Do the same to all objects before 
they go back. There’s no need to use 
cleaning products as the wet wipe 
and dry microfibre cleans and shines 
everything - including silver picture 
frames! 

MAKE IT SHINE: Clean mirrors 
and picture glass, as well as TV and 
computer screens, with the same 
damp cloth and dry microfibre cloth, 
before finishing with windows. 

“Do keep rinsing your cleaning 
cloth, or replace it if it gets dirty or 
ragged,” advises Gosling. “Likewise, 
have a spare microfibre to hand if it 
gets too damp.” 

Clean off any stubborn marks on 
paintwork with a little scouring 
cream and wash away thoroughly 
with a clean, damp cloth. 

Now vacuum the floor. If you have 
rugs, take them outside and shake. If 
you have hard floors, vacuum or 
sweep, then clean. 

If you have carpet, use a cleaning 
spray on any dirty marks and then 
vacuum on full suction power. 

KITCHEN BLITZ: Shiny clean 
floors and surfaces are essential in 
the room that’s the heart of the 
home. 

“Bring a floor back to its best by 
doing a ‘hands and knees’ clean to 
remove ingrained dirt that mops just 
don’t touch,” urges Gosling. 

Sweep the floor first, then in a 
bowl mix up a solution of a juice of 
half a lemon, one cup of white vine¬ 
gar and one cup of warm water. Get 
another bowl of warm water and a 
couple of cloths. 

Wring the cloth out well so it is 
slightly damp then put it in the 
lemon and vinegar solution, squeeze 
out excess and get scrubbing. 

If you have a wooden floor, add two 
teaspoons of olive oil to the mix. 
Alternate the cleaning cloths, leave 
the dirty one to soak in the bowl 
while you use the other.

Worker jailed over 
theft of shop tools

A TOOL hire employee who stole thousands 
of pounds of equipment to sell on eBay has 
been jailed. 

Gareth Evan Jones, 37, of Aston Way in Oswestry, took 
£4,039 equipment including a power saw, diamond cutting 
disc and mower blade from Griffiths Hire Shop over three 
years between November 1 2008 and November 10 last 
year. He then sold them online under an account named 
— Mucky Pup Engineer, 
Shrewsbury Magistrates 
Court heard. 

Jones, who had admitted 
a charge of theft of various 
plant, machinery and equip¬ 
ment valued at more than 
£4,000 at an earlier hearing, 
was jailed for 18 weeks. 

The court heard Jones, 
who was a ‘trusted member 
of staff who had worked at 
the firm for 10 years, had 
taken the tools from the 
company’s Wrexham store 
where he worked. 

Suspicious 

His activities were even¬ 
tually exposed when one of 
the firm’s directors Paul 
Griffith found the eBay 
account and became suspi¬ 
cious of Jones. 

Mr John Barnett, prose¬ 
cuting, said Mr Griffith had 
discovered the account in 
November last year. 

He said: “He suspected a 
large proportion offered for 
sale had been stolen from 
the company. On November 
9 he reported the matter to 
the police.” 

The court heard Jones 
was arrested and he admit¬ 
ted taking the items at an 
interview. When his house 
was searched £797 of tools 
were recovered. 

Mrs Ceri Lewis, for Jones, 
said he accepted his behav¬ 
iour was totally unaccept¬ 
able and recognised the 
impact on his ex-colleagues. 

She said he had suffered 
financial problems and had 
been facing the repossession 
of his house. 

Mrs Diana Foster, chair¬ 
man of the bench, said: “It 
was a sustained effort over a 
period of three years. You, 
Jones, were in breach of 
trust.” 

No order for costs was 
made.

Leader of council is latest 
to suffer heating oil theft 


THIEVES stole £350 of heating oil from a 
domestic tank belonging to the leader of 
Shropshire Council - just weeks after his 
wife warned other residents in Oswestry to 
be vigilant against such raids. 

Shropshire Councillor Joyce Barrow, wife 
of council leader Councillor Keith Barrow, 
said their home was just one of several in 
and around the village of Trefonen, near 
Oswestry, which have been targeted by the 
fuel thieves. 

She urged residents to look at how they 
can upgrade security around their homes to 
deter the thieves. 

Councillor Barrow said: “I am furious this 
has happened. There had been a spate of 
them a few months back and it was brought 


up at one of our Oswestry Rural Parish 
Council meetings. 

“I even went on Facebook recently warn¬ 
ing people to be careful of these thefts in the 
Trefonen area. Now we have had our oil 
stolen. 

“We had it filled on February 28 with £700 
of oil but the other day I noticed the gauge 
was only half way up. I had a look and found 
that half of it had been stolen.” 

Police have issued advice on how to pro¬ 
tect against heating oil thefts. 

The advice includes checking oil levels 
frequently, arranging smaller but more fre¬ 
quent oil deliveries and installing automatic 
movement sensor security lighting around 
the tank.

A DRUNKEN man head¬ 
butted a police van and told 
a police constable ‘it could 
have been you’, a court has 
heard.

10. The report said: “There 
is a need to find accommoda¬ 
tion in Bellan House for an 
additional year group, which 
is being moved from the sen¬ 
ior school due to its expan¬ 
sion of pupil numbers. 

“Accordingly, a classroom 
large enough to fit approxi¬ 
mately 20 Year six pupils is 
needed.” 

A decision on the applica¬ 
tion is due by May 10.

Secret

And so he has. Almost finished after 
two years of construction, Justin unveils 
his secret weapon, based on a World War 
II Mark IV Panzer, built on the chassis of 
a sit-down lawnmower with a body made 
from plywood, and completed in faithfully 
reconstructed camouflage. 

“I like tanks!” he says, standing back to 
admire his handiwork. Come the summer 
he’ll be in the tank trundling across the 
battlefield at the Outpost Paintball at 
Lower Kinnerton near Wrexham. 

“I can’t wait to get it going,” he contin¬ 
ues. “I’m going to say, do you remember 
two years ago when you guys said why 
don’t you build a tank . ..” 

Justin will also take his ‘armoured’ 
vehicle to extreme paintball competi¬ 
tions. He takes part in themed events 
such as paintball Star Wars, Stargate and

Mary's zest tar life remains 
just as strong at age of 101 


SHE IS ONE of Shropshire’s oldest citizens. But 101-year-old Mary 
Garside has an outlook on life that would shame many people half her 
age. 

She has a zest for life that saw her try out a quad bike only last year, at the age of 100, 
and she carries herself with a poise and elegance that helps to make her look decades 
younger than her years. 

Mrs Garside still lives independently at her home in Oswestry, although she is the first 
to thank her relatives, friends and neighbours, who visit regularly and ensure she wants 


for nothing. 

She was born in Pant in 1911, the eldest of 
seven children. But she grew up in the rural 
area of Knockin. 

One of her first memories was the ending 
of the first world war. 

“My grandparents ran the village post 
office and were the only ones to have a tele¬ 
phone in the village. They were told the 
news that war had ended and I was sent out 
in the street to tell everyone. I ran out with 
my important job - and the streets were 
empty.” 

Scholarship 

The determination which has been with 
Mrs Garside her whole life has been with her 
from a very early age. 

At the age of 10 she won a scholarship to 
Oswestry Grammar School, a good seven 
miles away on country roads. 

Yet, the young Mary was so keen to realise 
her dream of becoming a teacher she hiked 
to and from school every day, in all weathers. 

Her perseverance paid off and she quali¬ 
fied as a teacher. 

Her first teaching post was in one of the 
most deprived areas of the city of Liverpool. 

“It was quite different from Shropshire,” 
she said. “The children had a lot of troubles 
but I really enjoyed it.” 

In fact, when the second world war broke 
out she volunteered to help evacuate the 
children from her school - and others - to 
the countryside. 



After the war, she moved back to Shrop¬ 
shire and became a teacher at Bicton School 
near Shrewsbury. She lived in the school- 
house with her husband, Norris. 

She returned to the Oswestry area to 
teach at the National School in Welsh Walls, 
leaving when her two daughters were born 
but later returning to work. 

She still takes a great interest in young 
people, whether her own five grandchildren 
and 12 great grandchildren or the youth of 
Oswestry in general. For her 100th birthday 
she donated almost £200 given in lieu of 
presents to Oswestry Youth Cafe and was 
given honorary membership. 

Her zest for life means she is still a mem¬ 
ber of many of Oswestry’s organisations, 
including Probus, the Townswomen’s Guild 
and a local bowling club. She continued to 
drive until she was 94. 

She said the biggest changes she had seen 
had been the introduction of television and 
changes in travel - now very different from 
the backpacking she did as a young woman.

Stealthy approach pays off 
when birds appear in 'binos' 


ON THE 
WILD SIDE 

with

ISN’T it surprising what pops into view 
through one’s binoculars? 

Traditionally they are used by navigators of all modes, 
theatre goers and visitors to sporting events but just as one 
can get more enjoyment from Ladies’ Day at Cheltenham 
Gold Cup with a pair of ‘binos’, so can the avid naturalist. 

I always like to get as close to my subjects as I can, indeed, 
being a wildlife artist, it is very important to do so. But 
binoculars can help in your satisfaction of that particularly 
skittish animal or (more likely in my case) snatching the 
last glimpse of its backside as it gallops, lollops, sprints or 
otherwise wings its way away in the opposite direction to 
yourself. 

There’s a rather lovely sunken lane near my home, 
hemmed in on both sides by hawthorn and blackthorn. It 
twists and winds its way around the fields for a mile or so 
and I’ve discovered a wealth of wildlife along its course. 
However, you have to be sneaky. 

Because you’re forever suddenly appearing around 
bends, any creature in the lane ahead or in the hedges, 
immediately ‘takes flight’ at your presence. No, to stand any 
success, one must creep up to a corner, binoculars in hand 
and very slowly edge their way partially around the bend, 
scanning every foot of new ground as they do so. 

Note: this method does not work if you’re intention is to 
appear sane to anyone in the vicinity, or if you are a dog 
owner. 

There was an occasion the other day when this technique 
appeared to work however and as I scanned the top of a 
recently bashed hedge (why DO people do that? Just think, 
every tree you see in a hedge is an old oak and that’s because 
every other one has been slashed off just as they get into a 
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Reed bunting by 

growing rhythm) a small, exquisitely patterned bird popped 
up and sat, very obligingly, for a few seconds until the afore¬ 
mentioned mutt burst onto the scene. 

It was not unlike a female house sparrow and yet it exhib¬ 
ited a gorgeous dappled chestnut plumaged, literally capped 
off with a brown crown and a brilliant white moustache. 

I must confess, as I’m still happily checking off individu¬ 
als from my Collins Complete British Birds, I’ve never seen 
a reed bunting before, but it’s fast becoming a favourite; 
sorry, a ‘much admired’ creature. 

In the winter, the male and female look rather similar, but 
as we edge our way gingerly into spring, the male suddenly 
becomes bold, striking and strident in his call. Again, along

a similar length of hedgerow, I was yesterday rewarded with 
another reed bunting, but this time it was Him. 

By the way, don’t let the name confuse you. As my finger 
rested on ‘reed bunting’ in the handbook, I couldn’t help but 
doubt my sighting. 

There was not a reed in sight, nor was there one for sev¬ 
eral miles, but this, it turns out, does not matter. After all, 
who cares or even thinks about scientific nomenclature 
when they’re staring at such a sight as a pair of reed 
buntings through their binoculars?

to avert threat of civil war

YOU’LL HAVE heard about John 
‘Two Jags’ Prescott, the nick¬ 
name bestowed, much to his irri¬ 
tation, on the former deputy 
prime minister. 

But have you heard about ‘Two Mayors’ 
Oswestry? 

Until only a short while ago with the 
advent of the new Shropshire Council, 
Oswestry was in the rare and unusual posi¬ 
tion of having two mayors. 

And if you think that it might have led to 
any rivalry or confusion, you should perish 
the thought. As if! 

A dip into our cuttings archive reveals 
how it all came about. 

“Oswestry will find itself in the unique 
position next April of having two mayors,” 
it was reported on October 30,1973. 

“The Queen has granted the new district 
council its charter. The authority will be 
called the Council for the Borough of 
Oswestry and its chairman and vice-chair¬ 
man will be known as mayor and deputy 
mayor. The existing rural borough council 
next year becomes a town council and it too 
is entitled to call its chairman ‘mayor’.”

The move created the conditions for a sort 
of civil war in Oswestry between the embry¬ 
onic new district council, and the old stagers 
from the borough council. At one point the 
two councils were refusing to talk to each 
other about the issue. 

Who had the right to have the ‘real’ 
mayor? How would they stand in respective 
statuses?

One rural councillor, Councillor T.M. 
Francis, said people thought it would be an 
‘absolute farce’ to have two mayors in the 
town. He thought it would only last six 
months before people realised it was not in 
the borough’s best interests. 

The mayor in office in 1973, Councillor 
John Cassin, said: “It will be confusing, and 
this is something that has got to be sorted 
out between the mayors.” 

Meanwhile, on the new district council, 
there were also reservations. Councillor

Peter Johnson said there had been a bor¬ 
ough council mayor for 300 years and the 
move to have one for the new district council 
would create a ‘pantomime mayor’. 

Anyway, it all came about and Oswestry 
got two mayors. 

“There was always a bit of rivalry,” one 
Oswestry local government observer tells 
me. 

“A lot of the town mayors have been bor¬ 
ough mayor, and vice versa - they would be 
town mayor one year, and five or six years 


down the line would be borough mayor. 
Town people got very irate and said that 
theirs was the proper mayor. One year we 
had two Joneses - Owen Jones was the bor¬ 
ough mayor, and Gareth Jones was the town 
mayor.” 

During their year the two Joneses pledged 
to work together and heal the rift with the 
councils, calling for an end to the bickering. 

Now some sort of normalcy has been 
restored, with Oswestry back to just one 
mayor.

Go bananas - VW's 
Herbie Beetle is back 


There’s an all-new version of 
Volkswagen’s iconic Beetle on 
the way with an uncanny similar¬ 
ity to the original. 

But if you loved VW’s link back to the hippy 
age with the dash mounted vase and flower 
you’re going to de disappointed. It’s gone and 
its place has gone to a flip up glove box, origi¬ 
nally seen in the air-cooled Beetle. 

The Beetle, made famous in Disney’s Herbie 
films, is about to hit UK showrooms in three 
trim levels and two engines with the promise of 
three more engines to follow. 

To begin with, Volkswagen is offering a 



104bhp turbocharged 1.2-litre engine coupled 
to a seven-speed DSG double clutch gearbox 
and a 158bhp 1.4-litre petrol with turbo and 
supercharging that uses a six-speed manual 
transmission. 

To follow are a 2.0-litre turbo petrol engine 



Volkswagen has pulled out all the stops with the top spec Beetle Sport 


with 197bhp - nearly the same engine as in the 
Golf GTI but with a little less power - and a 
104bhp 1.6-litre turbodiesel as seen in the rest 
of the VW range. 

The diesel will come badged as BlueMotion, 
so expect 65.7mpg and 114g/km emissions. 

The three trim levels are Beetle, Design and 
Sport. The 1.2-litre is offered in Beetle or 
Design trim from £16,490 and the 1.4-litre in 
Design or Sport trim from £19,470. 

Three other engines - a 1.6-litre TDI Blue- 
Motion Technology 105 PS, 2.0-litre TDI 140 
PS and 2.0-litre TSI200 PS-will be joining the 
line-up later in 2012 along with the option of a 
six-speed manual gearbox for the 1.2-litre TSI 
model. 

Specification levels are high. The standard 
Beetle comes with air conditioning, remote cen¬ 
tral locking, an RCD 310 CD system with DAB 
radio and rear Isofix seat preparation. 

Moving to the mid-level Design trim adds 17- 
inch alloy wheels in a choice of two styles, Blue¬ 
tooth telephone preparation with MDI 
(multi-device interface) iPod connectivity, 
front fog lights, an alarm, an RCD 510 DAB 
CD/radio, multifunction leather-wrapped 
steering wheel and body-coloured door and 
dashboard panels. 

The range-topping Sport specification brings 
18-inch alloys in a choice of two styles, tinted 
glass, cruise control, sports seats, parking sen-

sors, gloss black door mirrors, dashboard and 
door panel and 2Zone electronic climate con¬ 
trol. 

The Beetle comes with driver, passenger and 
side airbags but no curtain airbags are on offer. 
There are twin three-point belts in the rear 
seats, while ABS anti-lock brakes and ESP sta¬ 
bility and traction control are fitted to all mod¬ 
els. 

The top spec Sport model of Beetle also 
comes with parking sensors. Security is taken 
care of by an alarm, immobiliser and deadlocks. 

A wide range of optional equipment will also 
be available, including keyless access, satellite 
navigation systems, a panoramic sunroof and 
bi-xenon headlights. 

The option that is expected to make the 
biggest impact is the Fender sound pack. 

Developed in conjunction with the legendary 
electric guitar firm of the same name, this 
audiophile’s delight offers a 400W output and a 
subwoofer, along with switchable three-colour 
illumination surrounding the front loudspeak¬ 
ers, all for just £495. 

The driving position comes with adjustable 
driver’s seat and two-way movement for the 
steering column, and headroom is excellent 
even if the new Beetle is styled to have more of 
a coupe-like roofline. 

The rear seats lack legroom and the sweep¬ 
ing roof makes it tough on the taller passenger 
but the plus side is a 310 litre boot and unlike 
the previous Beetle, the rear seats can be folded 
down to expand load space up to a maximum of 
905-litres.

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Big cat gets ready to pounce on market 



Complete comfort if you are in the back or front of this luxurious vehicle 


It has already won a handful of 
awards from both car enthusi¬ 
asts and industry pundits: now 
Jaguar’s new XJ flagship is 
‘going large’ in the prestige lim¬ 
ousine sector. 

Luxury cars don’t come much bigger than 
the stretched XJ, which gives its well-heeled 
owners plenty of room to stretch out in the back 
and enjoy its climate control, big armchairs and 
TV and audio toys. 

At 5.2 metres, the long wheelbase version is 


a whole 134mm longer than the standard XJ, 
making it so roomy that even a former deputy 
prime minister should be able to manage with 
only one Jag. 

If that isn’t enough of a saving, the three litre 
diesel version provides the effortless perform¬ 
ance you’d expect of such a car with fuel econ¬ 
omy still on the plus side of 40mpg and a 
relatively low emissions figure of 184g/km, bet¬ 
ter than some family hatchbacks. 

That’s party due to its lightweight, all alu¬ 
minium construction which also sharpens up 
its handling compared to some of its rivals. It 


also has an aerodynamic, couple-like profile 
which to a degree belies its size. 

The surprise is, though, that the sweeping 
roofline doesn’t rob you of space in the rear, as 
you sink into the deep leather armchairs and 
stretch out your legs. 

It was a bold move by Jaguar to switch so 
drastically from the iconic XJ outline which has 
become so familiar over the last 40 years. But 
the bold move proved successful when the car 
became the number one choice for British busi¬ 
ness buyers in its first six months on sale. 

Many such cars are, no doubt, bought by 
those who prefer to travel in the back, their lap¬ 
tops busy on the polished walnut tray table in 
front of them. 

But unlike some of the rolling canal boats in 
this class in the past, the owners will want to be 
drivers, too. With the diesel engine’s whopping 
600Nm of torque and a silky smooth six-speed 
automatic, the long wheelbase XK wafts along 
motorways in near silence. 

Roadholding abilities 

But it can also press you back in the seat with 
0 to 62mph acceleration in six seconds, sweep¬ 
ing smoothly and comfortable along twisty A- 
roads thanks to its inherent roadholding 
abilities and a combination of adaptive elec¬ 
tronic dynamics designed to cope with every 
eventuality. These are fitted not only for safety 
but to take some of the load from the driver - 
but with systems such as the rapid ‘flappy pad¬ 
dle’ gear change the human behind the wheel is 
still in control, and can enjoy the dynamics of a 
fine, powerful car. 


Whether you’re in the back or the driving 
seat, the XJ is a car capable of carrying its pas¬ 
sengers for long distances in ultimate comfort, 
and getting them to their destination relaxed 
and ready for business or leisure. 

At £69,520 the Portfolio model tested isn’t 
cheap but it is competitive in its class, as it does 
come exceptionally well equipped with techni¬ 
cal and luxury features as standard. The 
optional extras were principally an upgrade to 
the rear seat entertainment pack, including the 
TV with two individual screens. 

All the technical and safety features, and 
front and rear parking aid cameras, the cruise 
control and speed limiter and the soft grain 
leather seats and tinted, solar glass are among 


the very long list of standard equipment. 

The Jaguar also stands up very well to com¬ 
parisons with its principal German rivals, in 
terms of both performance and economy as well 
as comfort and standard equipment. 

Prices for the long wheelbase XJ start from 
£58,520 for the diesel power ‘Luxury; specifica¬ 
tion. There is also a petrol version powered by 
the 5.0 litre V8 from the XK sports car starting 
at £70,950 which may well prove to be the pre¬ 
ferred choice in some of the West Midlands 
company’s export markets. 

But there’s no doubt that the diesel’s combi¬ 
nation of power, economy and cost-cutting has 
a very real appeal for European executives of 
today and tomorrow.

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German marques dominate the premium mid-sized family saloon trade 

Audi sets pace in 
battle for prized 
saloon market 


The battle for sales in the 
premium mid-sized family 
saloon market is intense, 
with the majority of cus¬ 
tomers choosing one of 
three German makes - Audi, 
BMW and Mercedes. 

These three makes accounted for 93 
per cent of UK premium sales in the 
UK last year and the competition is 
getting hotter all the time. 

Audi is first off the starting block 
with a new Audi A4 saloon and Avant 
(estate) model and shortly BMW will 
introduce a new 3-Series. 

While the new A4, like all new mod¬ 
els is slightly bigger than the outgoing 
version, the most significant changes 
are in the engine range. 

Audi is now putting more economi¬ 
cal and friendly green engines into the 
A4 range - and there are 110 different 
models to choose from! Average fuel 
consumption overall is dropped by 11 
per cent and torque has also been 
increased making some of the petrol 
engines very competitive with the 
diesel versions. 

In all there are three petrol engines 
and six diesel engines to choose from. 
They are all turbocharged and all fea¬ 
ture the economy start/stop and recu¬ 
peration systems. 

The most exciting engine, a new 1.8 
litre petrol TFSI engine pushing out 
170 PS was not available for test driv¬ 
ing at the recent Audi launch, On 
paper it emits 21 per cent less C02 
than its predecessor attracting a VED 
of £115 a year and running costs of 



around 43p per mile. The official com¬ 
bined mpg figure is around 49 but that 
of course is in perfect conditions. 

The diesel range starts with a 134 
bhp 2.0 litre four cylinder TDI unit 
that averages 64 mpg, with C02 emis¬ 
sions of 116 g/km placing it in band C 
for Vehicle Excise Duty. The rest of 
the range takes in 2.0 TDI 163PS, a 
177 PS version and two very hot 3.0 
litre TDI engines pushing out up to 
245PS. For those who want a really 
‘hot’ version to rival the BMW M3 
there will be a RS 4 version in Septem¬ 
ber this year. 

On my road test of the various vehi¬ 
cles the 2 litre diesel engines were def¬ 
initely the most enjoyable to drive and 
are so competent they almost make 
the 3.0 litre versions redundant. They 
offer plenty of power ranging from 
136PS to 177PS with a choice of six- 
speed manual or multitronic gear¬ 
boxes. All the engines are 
exceptionally smooth and quiet. 

Twin-clutch 

There are Quattro four wheel drive 
versions offered with seven speed S 
tronic twin-clutch also available. 
Standard equipment highlights 
include 3-zone climate control, cruise 
control, Bluetooth and light and rain 
sensors. There are also the usual 
three pages of Audi optional extras at 
extra cost! 


The new model feature a new look¬ 
ing bonnet and front bumper, with 
redesigned radiator grille and head¬ 
lamps The cars all feature a new 
improved electromechanical power 
steering which makes the car easy to 
manoeuvre at low speeds. 

The cabin is excellent and one of the 
car’s high points; it is elegant and 
sophisticated. The dash sweeps round 
the driver. There’s a new steering 
wheel to choose from, a new ignition 
key and the navigation system has 
been much improved with just four 
buttons instead of the confusing 
eight. The A4 boasts a 480 litre boot 
which can be boosted to almost 1,000 
litres by folding down the rear seats. 
Overall there is more room in the 
cabin than in the outgoing model, 
with plenty of room for five adults. 
Only minus points are the pedals 
which are still off-set to the right. 

Across the range the price increase 
for the new models is £200. Prices 
start at £23,625 for the SE version of 
the old 1.8 petrol engine. The new 1.8 
litre starts at £25,240, diesels range 
from £26,555 up to £38,405. The 
Avant versions add about an extra 
£ 1 , 200 . 

The A4 comes with a standard three 
year/60,000 mile warranty but for £34 
a month owners can have Audi Com¬ 
plete which covers all services, main¬ 
tenance and a five year/90,000 mile 
warranty 

Overall the fresher look of the car 
will certainly attract new buyers and 
the A4 is significantly cheaper than 
the BMW 3-Series - around a saving of 
£1,500. The new A4 is now on sale.

GUILSFIELD stopped the 
rot in the Cymru Alliance 
with a welcome 4-1 home 
success over rock bottom 
Rhos Aelwyd - but the game 
was tainted with midfielder 
Ed Baldwin breaking his leg.

Lettings chief 
backs call for 
high standards 

A LETTINGS agent has welcomed the findings of a report 
which highlights the need for the raising of standards 
across the lettings industry as a whole. 

Dawn Clarke, director of Shropshire-based Nock

“Agents that are fully licensed with professional bodies 
such as ARLA and have Client Money Protection are 
bound to a strict code of conduct and really do provide the 
public with a more professional and customer-focused 
service, which is why we fully support the TPO’s proposed 
launch of an industry council to promote overall stan¬ 
dards. 

“It is vital that those 
either renting or looking to 
rent a property are aware 
of the service they should 
expect to receive, and that 
landlords using an agent 
are confident that they are 
fully trained and commit¬ 
ted to abide by certain rules 
and regulations. 

“With the private rented 
sector due to grow consid¬ 
erably over the next few 
years, it is even more 
imperative that lettings 
agents adopt comprehensi¬ 
ble and controlled stan¬ 
dards to ensure the 
protection of landlords and 
their tenants,” she added.

Having the most fun with 
a Beetle drive in Herbie! 



There’s an all-new version of 
Volkswagen’s iconic Beetle on 
the way with an uncanny simi¬ 
larity to the original. 

But if you loved VW’s link back to the 
hippy age with the dash mounted vase 
and flower you’re going to de disap¬ 
pointed. It’s gone and its place has gone 
to a flip up glove box, originally seen in 
the air-cooled Beetle. 

The Beetle, made famous in Disney’s Her¬ 
bie films, is about to hit UK showrooms in 
three trim levels and two engines with the 
promise of three more engines to follow. 

To begin with, Volkswagen is offering a 
104bhp turbocharged 1.2-litre engine coupled 
to a seven-speed DSG double clutch gearbox 



and a 158bhp 1.4-litre petrol with turbo and 
supercharging that uses a six-speed manual 
transmission. 

To follow are a 2.0-litre turbo petrol engine 
with 197bhp - nearly the same engine as in 
the Golf GTI but with a little less power - and 
a 104bhp 1.6-litre turbodiesel as seen in the 
rest of the VW range. 

The diesel will come badged as BlueMotion, 
so expect 65.7mpg and 114g/km emissions. 


The three trim levels are Beetle, Design 
and Sport. The 1.2-litre is offered in Beetle 
or Design trim from £16,490 and the 1.4- 
litre in Design or Sport trim from £19,470. 

Three other engines - a 1.6-litre TDI 
BlueMotion Technology 105 PS, 2.0-litre 
TDI 140 PS and 2.0-litre TSI 200 PS - will 
be joining the line-up later in 2012 along 
with the option of a six-speed manual gear¬ 
box for the 1.2-litre TSI model. 

Specification levels are high. The stan¬ 
dard Beetle comes with air conditioning, 
remote central locking, an RCD 310 CD sys¬ 
tem with DAB radio and rear Isofix seat 
preparation. 

Moving to the mid-level Design trim adds 
17-inch alloy wheels in a choice of two styles, 
Bluetooth telephone preparation with MDI 
(multi-device interface) iPod connectivity,

front fog lights, an alarm, an RCD 510 DAB 
CD/radio, multifunction leather-wrapped 
steering wheel and body-coloured door and 
dashboard panels. 

The range-topping Sport specification 
brings 18-inch alloys in a choice of two 
styles, tinted glass, cruise control, sports 
seats, parking sensors, gloss black door mir¬ 
rors, dashboard and door panel and 2Zone 
electronic climate control. 

Traction control 

The Beetle comes with driver, passenger 
and side airbags but no curtain airbags are 
on offer. There are twin three-point belts in 
the rear seats, while ABS anti-lock brakes 
and ESP stability and traction control are 
fitted to all models. 

The top spec Sport model of Beetle also 
comes with parking sensors. Security is 
taken care of by an alarm, immobiliser and 
deadlocks. 

A wide range of optional equipment will 
also be available, including keyless access, 
satellite navigation systems, a panoramic 
sunroof and bi-xenon headlights. 

The option that is expected to make the 
biggest impact is the Fender sound pack. 

Developed in conjunction with the leg¬ 
endary electric guitar firm of the same 
name, this audiophile’s delight offers a 
400W output and a subwoofer, along with 
switchable three-colour illumination sur¬ 
rounding the front loudspeakers, all for 
just £495. 

The driving position comes with 
adjustable driver’s seat and two-way move¬ 
ment for the steering column, and head- 
room is excellent even if the new Beetle is 
styled to have more of a coupe-like roofline. 

The rear seats lack legroom and the 
sweeping roof makes it tough on the taller 
passenger but the plus side is a 310 litre 
boot and unlike the previous Beetle, the 
rear seats can be folded down to expand 
load space up to a maximum of 905-litres.

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Big cat gets ready to 
pounce on market

It has already won a handful of 
awards from both car enthusi¬ 
asts and industry pundits: now 
Jaguar’s new XJ flagship is 
‘going large’ in the prestige lim¬ 
ousine sector. 

Luxury cars don’t come much bigger than 
the stretched XJ, which gives its well-heeled 
owners plenty of room to stretch out in the back 
and enjoy its climate control, big armchairs and 
TV and audio toys. 


At 5.2 metres, the long wheelbase version is 
a whole 134mm longer than the standard XJ, 
making it so roomy that even a former deputy 
prime minister should be able to manage with 
only one Jag. 

If that isn’t enough of a saving, the three litre 
diesel version provides the effortless perform¬ 
ance you’d expect of such a car with fuel econ¬ 
omy still on the plus side of 40mpg and a 
relatively low emissions figure of 184g/km, bet¬ 
ter than some family hatchbacks. 

That’s party due to its lightweight, all alu¬ 
minium construction which also sharpens up

its handling compared to some of its rivals. It 
also has an aerodynamic, couple-like profile 
which to a degree belies its size. 

The surprise is, though, that the sweeping 
roofline doesn’t rob you of space in the rear, as 
you sink into the deep leather armchairs and 
stretch out your legs. 

It was a bold move by Jaguar to switch so 
drastically from the iconic XJ outline which has 
become so familiar over the last 40 years. But 
the bold move proved successful when the car 
became the number one choice for British busi¬ 
ness buyers in its first six months on sale. 

Many such cars are, no doubt, bought by 
those who prefer to travel in the back, their lap¬ 
tops busy on the polished walnut tray table in 
front of them. 

But unlike some of the rolling canal boats in 
this class in the past, the owners will want to be 
drivers, too. With the diesel engine’s whopping 
600Nm of torque and a silky smooth six-speed 
automatic, the long wheelbase XK wafts along 
motorways in near silence. 

Roadholding abilities 

But it can also press you back in the seat with 
0 to 62mph acceleration in six seconds, sweep¬ 
ing smoothly and comfortable along twisty A- 
roads thanks to its inherent roadholding 
abilities and a combination of adaptive elec¬ 
tronic dynamics designed to cope with every 
eventuality. These are fitted not only for safety 
but to take some of the load from the driver - 
but with systems such as the rapid ‘flappy pad¬ 
dle’ gear change the human behind the wheel is 
still in control, and can enjoy the dynamics of a 
fine, powerful car. 

Whether you’re in the back or the driving 
seat, the XJ is a car capable of carrying its pas¬ 
sengers for long distances in ultimate comfort, 
and getting them to their destination relaxed 
and ready for business or leisure. 

At £69,520 the Portfolio model tested isn’t 
cheap but it is competitive in its class, as it does 
come exceptionally well equipped with techni-

cal and luxury features as standard. The 
optional extras were principally an upgrade to 
the rear seat entertainment pack, including the 
TV with two individual screens. 

All the technical and safety features, and 
front and rear parking aid cameras, the cruise 
control and speed limiter and the soft grain 
leather seats and tinted, solar glass are among 
the very long list of standard equipment. 

The Jaguar also stands up very well to com¬ 
parisons with its principal German rivals, in 
terms of both performance and economy as well 
as comfort and standard equipment. 

Prices for the long wheelbase XJ start from 
£58,520 for the diesel power ‘Luxury; specifica¬ 
tion. There is also a petrol version powered by 
the 5.0 litre V8 from the XK sports car starting 
at £70,950 which may well prove to be the pre¬ 
ferred choice in some of the West Midlands 
company’s export markets. 

But there’s no doubt that the diesel’s combi¬ 
nation of power, economy and cost-cutting has 
a very real appeal for European executives of 
today and tomorrow.

Brave bid but plate dream is shattered 


SHREWSBURY’S under-15s pro¬ 
duced a brave performance in going 
down 34-7 at Ledbury in the semi¬ 
finals of the North Midlands Plate. 

The two sides were well matched 
in almost every department but a 
well drilled Ledbury XV never let 
Shrewsbury get into their stride and 
moves that on other days might have 
yielded positive results just did not 
quite come off.

Scrum half Roan Kirkby did well 
to get the ball out quickly and, after 
a swift passing move that involved 
No 8 Sam Hill, Jordan and Smith, 
the ball was once again fed to Kin¬ 
rade and this time he made it across 
the line with full back Tom Williams 
converting. 

Ledbury then stood firm and, with 
Shrewsbury committed to attack, 
broke out again to score two further 
tries.

A night to remember for Town boss at the Greenhous

GRAHAM TURNER had one of those 
nights all managers must dream about as 
Cheltenham became the latest team to 
suffer at fortress Greenhous Meadow. 

In the wake of last weekend’s disap¬ 
pointing defeat at Plymouth, Turner 
decided the time was right to implement 
a few chances - and they worked proba¬ 
bly better than he could ever have hoped. 

Recalled duo Nicky Wroe, who fired 
Town ahead inside a minute, and Terry 
Gornell grabbed the decisive goals to sink 
fellow high fliers Cheltenham while 
Shane Cansdell-Sherriff, the third of the 
men to be drafted in, shone at the back as 
Town registered a clean sheet.

Cheltenham enjoyed plenty of posses¬ 
sion without really threatening as Town, 
with goalkeeper Chris Neal in confident 
mood, showed a greater cutting edge 
going forward. 

They picked up three more vital points 
to return to the automatic promotion 
places and, in the process, they success¬ 
fully stretched their unbeaten home 
record to a staggering 27 games, a new 
outright club record. 

Turner said: “It was a great result, 
particularly after the result and perform¬ 


ance at Plymouth on Saturday, for us to 
bounce back with a result and perform¬ 
ance like that. 

“We got off to a great start. We spoke 
before how just recently our starts 
haven’t been that clever but we were 
right out of the blocks and got a goal in 
that period. 

“I thought, generally, although Chel¬ 
tenham had a bit of the ball at different 
times, we protected the goalkeeper. 

“ I don’t think he’s had too many saves 
to make.

Wroe, the all action Yorkshireman, 
might have had a hat-trick in the first 
half after choosing to adopt a shoot-on- 
sight policy.

James Collins, played in by Richards 
down the left, pulled the ball back and 
Wroe drove first time past wrong-footed 
goalkeeper Jack Butland. 

The England under-21 international, 
on loan from Birmingham, had no chance 
with that goal, but should have done bet¬ 
ter when Town doubled their lead 12 


minutes into the second-half. 

Jon Taylor, who produced his best dis¬ 
play of the season, delivered a low cross 
from the right which Butland fumbled 
and Gornell turned in the rebound for his 
seventh goal of the season.

SHANE Cansdell-Sherriff insists he’s determined to to play a leading 
role in Shrewsbury Town’s promotion push after earning a recall from 
boss Graham Turner. 

The consistent Australian had been one of Shrewsbury’s best performers this season until 
suffering a shoulder injury in a clash with Southend striker Liam Dickinson in January. 

But, having come through two reserve team matches unscathed, the 29-year-old central 
defender was delighted to be reinstated to the heart of the back four for Tuesday’s impressive 
2-0 home win over Chel¬ 
tenham. 

Now he has vowed to do all 
he can to help Town success¬ 
fully cross the finishing line 
this season in a top three 
spot. 

It’s an important couple of 
months ahead for the Syd¬ 
ney-born player as he’s one of 
a host of players whose cur¬ 
rent deals expire in the sum¬ 
mer. 

He’s currently Town’s 
longest serving player and 
makes no secret of the fact he 
would love to extend his four- 
season stint in Shropshire. 

His main priority, though, 
has been trying to force his 
way back into the side, no 
easy task, he accepted, given 
how Jermaine Grandison 
had switched impressively 

from right back to join skip- back ag g00n as p0SSlb l e . 
per Ian Sharps at the heart of < Tve had a P few ni . 


Cansdell-Sherriff, who 
arrived from Tranmere 
Rovers in July 2008, is just 
happy to be playing again, 
although he admits the man¬ 
ner in which he lost his place 
in the side was frustrating. 

He said: “It was a little 
frustrating because I 
couldn’t help what hap¬ 
pened. But it’s one of those 
things that happen in foot¬ 
ball and you’ve just got to 
take it in the best way possi¬ 
ble and try and get yourself 


the Town back four. 

“The boys have done well 
and looked solid at the back,” 
said Cansdell-Sherriff. 
“Sometimes it’s a part of 
football that you just have to 
be patient and wait your turn 
again. 

“I’ve just had to support 
the boys and I’m part of the 
team and I’ve just encour¬ 
aged them and kept them on 
their toes. 

“That’s part and parcel of 
it as well, keep pushing them 
and making sure they’ve 
been working hard. 

“At least I’m back now and 
fit enough to really prove 
myself. 

“Things can change any 
time in football. For example 
when I got knocked out, Jer¬ 
maine wasn’t expecting to 
play centre half from that day 
for a while.” 


I’ve had a few niggles 
along the way and lost a bit of 
match fitness as we didn’t 
have any reserve matches 
scheduled. 

“But I’ve played in two of 
them now, against Crewe and 
Birmingham, and I felt miles 
better in the second one - and 
then I got the chance to play 
against Cheltenham on 
Tuesday. 

“I’m feeling good and back 
to where I was before I got 
injured.” 

Given his long service, 
Cansdell-Sherriff if well 
placed to comment on 
Town’s promotion creden¬ 
tials and has no doubts in 
saying this is the strongest 
Shrewsbury squad he’s been 
involved in. 

That’s quite a compliment 
given the first squad he was 
part of included current 
higher division performers 


like Grant Holt, Marc Tier¬ 
ney and Ben Davies. 

“I was talking to some of 
the players about this the 
other day and I think we’ve 
got strength in all positions,” 
he said. “Anyone can come in 
and keep the standard high. 

“Mike Jackson turned 
round recently when we were 
on the bench and said what a 
good, solid bench we’ve got.” 

Cansdell-Sherriff added he 
was proud to have been at the 
club longer than any other 
player - “I feel part of the fur¬ 
niture!” - and he’s now chas¬ 
ing a new contract in the 
summer. 

“I would like to stay here,” 
he added. “At this level you do 
see players move around 
quite a lot, but I said when I 
signed the extension that I 
like Shrewsbury. I like the 
place and it’s just nice to be 
part of something. 

“That’s why we want to 
push for that promotion. 

“I think the manager’s 
made it clear that he will 
make the decision at the end 
of the season. 

“I think they have a fair 
idea on what they want to do, 
but at the same time they’ve 
got to find out what league 
we’re going to be in and the 
budget from upstairs. 

“The most important 
thing for the club right now is 
promotion and that’s what 
everyone wants to focus on.”

THOUSANDS of holiday makers may 
enjoy the delights of Devon each year - 
but for Shrewsbury Town trips to the 
south west county continue to bring 
nothing but misery.

But Foster believes that can all 
change in the next few months, 
particularly if the 21-year-old all- 
rounder replicates the sparkling 
form he showed in his opening 
match of the new season. 

Leach, one of the leading lights 
with bat and ball for Shrewsbury 
in recent years, is currently on a 


pre-season tour to India with the 
Leeds-Bradford MCC Universities 
team. 

And he started as he will hope to 
go on by cracking an explosive cen¬ 
tury in a one-day match against 
Poona CC in Pune. 

Leach hammered 105 from just 
66 balls to quickly show he means 
business this year. 

“It’s a great way for Joe to start 
the season,” said Foster. “You 
always want to score runs early on 
and to begin with a such a good 
century is fantastic for him.” 

Leach should get the chance to 
show what he can do against pro¬ 
fessionals in this country with his 


university side looking forward to 
three matches against first class 
counties, the first of them against 
Surrey at The Oval on March 31. 

Foster is a big admirer of Leach 
and, while he would like him to 
play as often as possible for 
Shrewsbury, he hopes the all- 
rounder can push for a first team 
spot at Worcestershire. 

He has so far been restricted to 
life in the second team for the 
Pears but Foster sees no reason 
why that should not change soon. 

“I would like to think he can 
break into the Worcestershire 
side,” said the Shrewsbury skip¬ 
per. “There may be a chance for 


him early in the season owing to a 
few injuries and I know Joe’s been 
working really hard on his fitness 
over the winter. 

“He came on so much for us last 
season, particularly with the ball, 
and he’s a very talented cricketer.” 

Should Leach earn a call up from 
Worcestershire, it could of course 
limit his availability to Shrews¬ 
bury, not that it’s a concern to Fos¬ 
ter. 

He added: “Joe’s got a massive 
desire to play professional cricket 
and we try and support him as 
much as possible in trying to 
achieve that. 

“We’re fortunate to have at 


Shrewsbury a decent squad and 
that allows us to cover any 
absences. 

“Joe, his brother Steve and 
young Ed Barnard are all striving 
to play professional cricket.” 

Foster said Leach’s flying start 
to the season in India only added to 
the feelgood factor engulfing the 
club following the news, revealed 
exclusively in last week’s Chroni¬ 
cle, that Nottinghamshire and 
England batsman Jimmy Taylor 
will be Shrewsbury’s contracted 
player this season. 

“Everyone’s very keen, we have 
got a good young side, and we’re all 
looking forward to it,” said Foster.
